TRUSTEES OF REED FREE LIBRARY. 


The financial standing of the library, Jan. 1, 1902, is as 
follows: 


In Cheshire County Savings bank, $15494 51 
In Keene Savings bank, OS Gmiaas 
In Cheshire Provident Institution, 2c) te 
In Keene Five Cents Savings bank, 616 36 


Of this fund there is an income from the first two men- 
tioned banks only, which has been used as follows: For 
insurance, $15,003; for books, catalogues and magazines, 
$26.83; for new books recently purchased, $39.91. 

Whole number of books now in library, 2,955. 

The patronage of the library has been excellent consider- 
ing the population of the town, the average number out per 
day being 67. The number of people who have drawn 
books from the library-since founded is 696. 

During the year 69 books have been added, of which 12 
have been presented. 

The trustees would respectfully submit that in the Reed 
Free Library, the town possesses an imstitution of which every 
inhabitant may justly be proud, an institution which not only 
furnishes pleasant and profitable recreation both to old and 
young, but also contributes much to the education of the 
public. ‘The work of the library may be classed along with 
that of the schools and church, in that it tends to give the 
town high standing and reputation in the commonwealth and 
must add to the value of the property in town. ‘The patron- 
age of the library shows that the books are going out more 
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or less into all the homes of the community. Itis, therefore, 
doing a practical work and there is opportunity to make it 
even of greater importance and benefit. We believe that 
the townspeople should interest themselves in this institu- 
tion, and in every possible way add to its dignity, patronage 


; and usefulness. It should be remembered that every -effort 


made, and every dollar appropriated for its maintainance and 
support is an investment which will return manifold divi- 
dends in the increased mental, moral and spiritual growth 
of our people.
